Riot Wipes 
Out Prison 
Industry 


JEFFERSON 
CITY, -Mo. .JP) — 


Missouri prison officials today con- 
centrated on rehabilitation 
prob- 


lems growing out of the . convict 
riot that virtually wiped out the 
state penitentiary industries. 


They also sought ringleaders in 


the 15-hour rebellion. 


When the revolt finally 
enclec 


early yesterday four convicts were 
dead, 30 others and three guards 
were injured. Damage to the pen 
ilcnliary was estimated at three to 
five million dollars. 


Three of the injured 
prisoners
